Gordon  McG.  Sloan,  f  T^WHEREAS  by  Order 
Attorney-General.  [  *  »  in  Council  No.  425, 
approved  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  April,  1936, 
and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  34d 
of  the  “  Public  Libraries  Act,”  being  chapter 
141  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Colum¬

TTIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that 
under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  chap¬ 
ter  28  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1935, 
the  following  Game  Regulations  be  made  for 
the  year  1936-37: — 

GAME  REGULATIONS,  1936-37. 

1.  The  prohibitions  declared  by  section  18 
of  the  “  Game  Act,”  being  chapter  28  of  the 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1935,  as  to  the 
hunting,  trapping,  taking,  wounding,  and  kill¬ 
ing  of  game,  are,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
sections  2  to  6,  inclusive,  of  these  regulations, 
hereby  removed  to  the  extent  and  within  the 
period  and  limits  and  subject  to  the  provisions 
hereinafter  set  out  respectively,  as  follows: — 

For  the  purpose  of  defining  the  open  seasons 
for  big  game,  game  birds,  and  trapping  of  fur¬ 
bearing  animals,  the  Province  shall  be  divided 
into  two  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  Western 
and  Eastern  Districts. 

“  Western  District  ”  shall  mean  and  include 
all  that  portion  of  the  Province  situate  and 
lying  to  the  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade 
Mountains  and  south  of  the  Electoral  District 
of  Atlin,  except  that  portion  of  the  Electoral 
District  of  Skeena  covered  by  the  watershed  of 
the  Lakelse  and  Zymagotitz  Rivers. 

“  Eastern  District  ”  shall  mean  and  include 
all  of  the  remainder  of  the  Province. 

Eastern  District  (Open  Seasons). 

Big  Game. 

(a.)  Moose,  of  the  male  sex,  in  the  Electoral 
Districts  of  Atlin,  Fort  George,  Peace  River, 
Cariboo,  Omineca;  that  portion  of  the  Electoral 
District  of  Skeena  situate  and  lying  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Eastern  District;  that  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral  District  situate 
and  lying  north  of  the  main  line  of  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Pacific  Railway;  that  portion  of  the  Elec¬ 
toral  District  of  Lillooet  situate  and  lying  north 
of  the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude  and  east 
of  the  Fraser  River,  open  season  from  Septem¬ 
ber  1st,  1936,  to  December  15th,  1936,  both 
dates  inclusive. 

In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Fernie  and  Co¬ 
lumbia  (except  that  portion  of  the  Columbia 
Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  south  of 
Toby  Creek  and  west  of  the  Columbia  River) , 
open  season  from  September  15th,  1936,  to 
October  31st,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive. 

( b .)  Caribou,  of  the  male  sex,  in  the  Eastern 
District  (except  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Mac¬ 
kenzie  and  Skeena,  and  that  portion  of  the 
Electoral  District  of  Cariboo  situate  and  lying 
to  the  west  of  the  Fraser  River,  and  that 
further  portion  of  the  Eastern  District  situate 
and  lying  to  the  south  of  the  main  line  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway),  open  season  from 
September  1st,  1936,  to  December  15th,  1936, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Eastern  District  situate 
and  lying  to  the  south  of  the  main  line  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  open  season  from 
October  1st,  1936,  to  October  31st,  1936,  both 
dates  inclusive. 

(c.)  Wapiti  (Elk),  of  the  male  sex,  in  the 
Electoral  Districts  of  Fernie  and  Columbia  (ex¬ 
cept  that  portion  of  the  Columbia  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  to  the  west  of  the 
Columbia  River),  and  in  those  portions  of  the 
Similkameen  and  South  Okanagan  Electoral 
Districts  situate  and  lying  to  the  east  of  the 
Okanagan  Lake  and  River,  open  season  from 
September  15th,  1936,  to  October  31st,  1936, 
both  date  inclusive. 

(cl.)  Mountain-sheep,  of  the  male  sex,  in 
that  portion  of  the  Eastern  District  situate  and 
lying  to  the  north  of  the  56th  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  open  season  from  August  15th,  1936, 
to  November  15th,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive. 


In  that  further  portion  of  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict  situate  and  lying  south  of  the  56th  parallel 
of  north  latitude  and  north  of  the  main  line  of 
the  Canadian  National  Railway,  formerly 
known  as  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway,  and 
in  those  portions  of  the  Electoral  Districts  of 
Cariboo  and  Lillooet  situate  and  lying  to  the 
south  of  the  main  Chilcotin  River  and  west  of 
the  Fraser  River,  and  in  the  Electoral  Districts 
of  Fernie,  Cranbrook,  and  Columbia,  open 
season  from  September  1st,  1936,  to  November 
15th,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive. 

(e.)  Mountain- go  at,  in  the  Eastern  District, 
in  that  portion  thereof  situate  and  lying  to  the 
north  of  the  56th  parallel  of  north  latitude,  open 
season  from  August  15th,  1936,  to  December 
15th,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern  District  (ex¬ 
cept  the  Electoral  Districts  of  North  and  South 
Okanagan  and  Grand  Forks-Greenwood) ,  open 
season  from  September  1st,  1936,  to  December 
15th,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive. 

(/.)  Bear  (except  White  or  Kermodei  Bear), 
in  the  Eastern  District,  open  season  from  Sep¬ 
tember  1st,  1936,  to  June  30th,  1937,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

Provided  that  no  Bear  shall  be  trapped  in  the 
Eastern  District. 

(g.)  Deer  (Mule,  White-tail,  and  Coast), 
bucks  only,  throughout  the  Eastern  District 
(except  White-tail  Deer  in  the  North  and  South 
Okanagan  and  Similkameen  Electoral  Districts 
and  in  the  Grand  Forks-Greenwood  Electoral 
District  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Midway 
Mountains),  open  season  from  September  15th, 
1936,  to  December  15th,  1936,  both  dates  in¬ 
clusive. 

Provided  that  there  shall  be  no  open  season 
on  any  members  of  the  Deer  family  in  those 
portions  of  the  Eastern  District  described  as 
follows : — 

In  that  portion  of  the  Columbia  and  Cran¬ 
brook  Electoral  Districts  as  follows:  “  Com¬ 
mencing  at  the  north  end  of  Kootenay  Central 
Railway  Bridge  across  Finlay  Creek;  thence 
north  along  the  Kootenay  Central  Railway 
(Canadian  Pacific  Railway)  to  the  intersection 
of  said  railway  and  the  Columbia  River  Road;

Otter  (except  Sea-otter) ,  in  that  portion  of 
the  Eastern  District  situate  and  lying  to  the 
north  of  the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude,  open 
season  from  March  1st,  1937,  to  May  15th,  1937, 
both  dates  inclusive.  In  the  remainder  of  the 
Eastern  District,  open  season  from  March  1st, 
1937,  to  April  30th,  1937,  both  dates  inclusive. 

All  other  fur-bearing  animals,  throughout 
the  Eastern  District,  open  season  from  Novem¬ 
ber  1st,  1936,  to  February  28th,  1937,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

Game  Birds. 

(i.)  Migratory  Game  Birds. — Seasons  set  and 
controlled  under  the  “  Migratory  Birds  Con¬ 
vention  Act  ”  through  the  Department  of  the 
Interior,  Dominion  Parks  Branch,  Ottawa. 

(j.)  Grouse  ( Blue  and  Franklins  only),  in 
the  Eastern  District,  in  those  portions  thereof 
known  as  the  Cariboo,  Fort  George,  Peace 
River,  Omineca,  Skeena,  and  Atlin  Electoral 
Districts,  open  season  from  September  15th, 
1936,  to  October  31st,  1936,  both  dates  in¬ 
clusive;  in  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict  (except  Franklins  Grouse  in  the  Electoral 
Districts  of  Kamloops  and  South  Okanagan), 
open  season  from  September  15th,  1936,  to 
October  15th,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Ptarmigan,  in  the  Eastern  District,  in  those 
portions  thereof  known  as  the  Cariboo,  Fort 
George,  Peace  River,  Omineca,  Skeena,  and 
Atlin  Electoral  Districts,  open  season  from 
September  15th,  1936,  to  October  31st,  1936, 
both  dates  inclusive;  in  the  remainder  of  the 
Eastern  District  (except  the  Electoral  District 
of  North  Okanagan),  open  season  from  Sep¬ 
tember  15th,  1936,  to  October  15th,  1936,  both 
dates  inclusive. 

Grouse  ( Ruffed ,  commonly  called  Willow), 
in  the  Cariboo,  Fort  George,  Peace  River, 
Omineca,  Skeena,  and  Atlin  Electoral  Districts, 
situate  and  lying  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
Eastern  District,  open  season  from  September 
15th,  1936,  to  October  31st,  1936,  both  dates 
inclusive;  in  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern 
District  (except  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Kam¬ 
loops  and  South  Okanagan  and  that  portion 
of  the  Electoral  District  of  North  Okanagan 
situate  and  lying  south  and  east  of  the  second¬ 
ary  highway  running  east  of  Glenemma  through 
Salmon  River  and  Enderby  Indian  Reserves 
to  the  Shuswap  River;  thence  easterly  along 
the  Shuswap  River  to  Mabel  Lake;  thence 
northerly  along  the  west  shore-line  of  said  lake 
to  Wap  Creek;  thence  northerly  along  Wap 
Creek  to  the  northern  boundary  of  the  North 
Okanagan  Electoral  District) ,  open  season  from 
September  15th,  1936,  to  September  30th,  1936, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

(k.)  Prairie-chicken  or  Sharp-tailed  Grouse, 
in  the  Eastern  District,  in  that  portion  thereof 
known  as  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Fort  George 
and  Peace  River  situate  and  lying  to  the  north 
and  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  and  in  the 
Electoral  Districts  of  Cariboo  and  Lillooet,  open 
season  from  September  15th,  1936,  to  October 
15th,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive;  and  in  the 
Electoral  District  of  Salmon  Arm,  open  season 


from  October  15th,  1936,  to  October  20th,  1936, 
both  dates  inclusive.  .  . 

(1.)  Quail,  in  the  Eastern  District,  in  that 
portion  thereof  known  as  the  Electoral  Districts 
of  South  Okanagan  and  Similkameen  and  that 
portion  of  the  Electoral  District  of  North 
Okanagan  situate  and  lying  west  of  Okanagan 
Lake  and  south  of  Whiteman  Creek,  open  season 
from  October  15th,  1936,  to  November  15th, 
1936,  both  dates  inclusive,  subject  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  proviso: — 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of 
Quail  in  the  electoral  districts  mentioned  in  this

The  open  season  for  the  hunting  or  shooting 
of  Pheasants  as  outlined  in  this  clause  shall  be 
subject  to  the  following  proviso: — 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of 
Pheasants  in  the  Electoral  Districts  of  North 
and  South  Okanagan  and  Similkameen  shall, 
on  the  first  three  days  of  the  open  season — 
namely,  October  15th,  1936,  to  October  17th, 
1936,  both  dates  inclusive — be  between  the 
hours  of  12  a.m.  (noon)  to  4  p.m.,  and  during 
the  remainder  of  the  open  season  on  each  day 
between  the  hours  of  7  a.m.  and  4  p.m.  In  the 
remaining  portions  of  the  Eastern  District 
provided  with  an  open  season,  the  hunting  or 
shooting  of  Pheasants  shall,  on  each  or  any  day, 
be  between  the  hours  of  7  a.m.  and  4  p.m. 
Local  time  to  be  taken  in  each  district. 

(n.)  European  Partridge,  in  the  Electoral 
Districts  of  North  and  South  Okanagan,  Kam¬ 
loops,  Salmon  Arm,  and  Similkameen,  open 
season  from  October  15th,  1936,  to  October  31st, 
1936,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  Electoral  District  of  Nelson-Creston, 
in  that  portion  thereof  situate  and  lying  to  the 
south  of  a  line  drawn  east  and  west  through 
Kootenay  Landing,  open  season  for  one  day 
only — namely,  October  18th,  1936. 

The  open  season  for  the  hunting  or  shooting 
of  European  Partridge  outlined  in  this  clause 
shall  be  subject  to  the  following  proviso: — - 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of 
European  Partridge  in  the  Electoral  Districts 
of  Similkameen,  North  and  South  Okanagan 
shall,  on  the  first  three  days  of  the  open  season 
— namely,  October  15th,  1936,  to  October  17th, 
1936,  both  dates  inclusive — be  between  the  hours 
of  12  a.m.  (noon)  to  4  p.m.,  and  during  the 
remainder  of  the  open  season  in  these  and 
other  districts  mentioned  herein,  on  each  and 
any  day,  between  the  hours  of  7  a.m.  to  4  p.m. 
Local  time  to  be  taken  in  each  district. 

Western  District  (Open  Seasons). 

Big  Game. 

(o.)  Moose,  of  the  male  sex,  in  that  portion 
of  the  Electoral  District  of  Mackenzie  situate 
and  lying  north  of  the  51st  parallel  of  North 
Latitude,  open  season  from  September  1st, 
1936,  to  December  15th,  1936,  both  dates  in¬ 
clusive. 

(p.)  Mountain- goat,  throughout  the  Western 
District  (except  on  Vancouver  Island),  open 
season  from  September  12th,  1936,  to  November 
30th,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive. 

( q .)  Bear  (except  White  or  Kermodei  Bear), 
throughout  the  Western  District,  opep  season 
from  September  12th,  1936,  to  June  30th,  1937, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  no  Bear  shall  be  trapped  in 
the  Western  District. 

(r.)  Deer  ( Mule  and  Coast),  bucks  only, 
throughout  the  Western  District,  open  season 
from  September  12th,  1936,  to  November  30th, 

1936,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  the  hunting,  shooting,  taking, 
or  having  in  possession  of  Fallow  Deer  is  pro¬ 
hibited. 

Fur-hearing  Animals. 

(s.)  Beaver  and  Muskrats,  in  that  portion  of 
the  Western  District  situate  and  lying  to  the 
north  of  the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude 
(except  Queen  Charlotte  Islands),  open  season 
from  March  1st,  1937,  to  April  30th,  1937,  both 
dates  inclusive;  in  that  portion  of  the  Electoral 
District  of  Lillooet  situate  and  lying  to  the  east 
of  a  line  drawn  north  and  south  (astronomic) 
of  Alta  Lake  Railway-station  on  the  Pacific 
Great  Eastern  Railway,  and  including  the 
watershed  of  the  Upper  Lillooet  River,  open 
season  from  December  1st,  1936,  to  April  30th, 

1937,  both  dates  inclusive;  in  the  remainder  of 
the  Western  District  (except  Beaver  on  Van¬ 


couver  Island),  open  season  from  December  1st, 

1936,  to  February  28th,  1937,  both  dates  inclu¬ 
sive. 

Otter  (except  Sea-otter) ,  in  that  portion  of 
the  Western  District  situate  and  lying  to  the 
north  of  the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude  (ex¬ 
cept  Queen  Charlotte  Islands),  and  in  that  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Electoral  District  of  Lillooet  situate 
and  lying  to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn  north  and 
south  (astronomic)  of  Alta  Lake  Railway-sta¬ 
tion  on  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway,  and 
including  the  watershed  of  the  Upper  Lillooet 
River,  open  season  from  December  1st,  1936, 
to  April  30th,  1937,  both  dates  inclusive;  in 
the  remainder  of  the  Western  District,  open  sea¬ 
son  from  December  1st,  1936,  to  February  28th, 

1937,  both  dates  inclusive. 

All  other  fur-bearing  animals,  in  that  portion 
of  the  Western  District  situate  and  lying  north 
of  the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude,  (except 
Queen  Charlotte  Islands),  open  season  from 
November  1st,  1936,  to  February  28th,  1937, 
both  dates  inclusive;  in  the  remainder  of  the 
Western  District,  open  season  from  December 
1st,  1936,  to  February  28th,  1937,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

Game  Birds. 

( t. )  Migratory  Game  Birds. — Seasons  set  and 
controlled  under  the  “  Migratory  Birds  Conven¬ 
tion  Act  ”  through  the  Department  of  the  In¬ 
terior,  Dominion  Parks  Branch,  Ottawa. 

( u .)  Grouse  ( Blue  only) ,  in  the  Western  Dis¬ 
trict  (except  Hornby  and  Denman  Islands,  Van¬ 
couver  Island,  and  the  Islands  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict),  open  season  from  September  5th,  1936, 
to  October  15th,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive;  on 
Vancouver  Island  and  in  the  Islands  Electoral 
District  (except  Mayne  Island),  open  season 
from  September  12th,  1936,  to  October  15th, 
1936,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Grouse  ( Ruffed ,  commonly  called  Willow), 
throughout  the  Western  District,  open  season 
from  October  17th,  1936,  to  October  31st,  1936, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

Ptarmigan,  in  the  Prince  Rupert  Electoral 
District,  open  season  from  September  5th,  1936, 
to  October  15th,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive. 

(v.)  Quail  (except  Bob-white  and  Mountain 
Quail),  in  the  Western  District,  on  Vancouver 
Island  in  those  portions  thereof  situate  and 
lying  to  the  south  and  east  of  Oyster  River 
(except  Oak  Bay  Municipality  and  that  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Alberni-Nanaimo  Electoral  District 
following  a  line  from  the  summit  of  Beaufort 
Range  at  Loon  Lake;  thence  north-west  to  the 
head  of  Comox  Lake ;  thence  south-west  to 
Ucluelet;  thence  south-east  in  a  direct  line  to 
Clo-oose;  thence  north-east  to  the  point  of 
commencement) ,  and  on  Saltspring  Island,  open 
season  from  October  17th,  1936,  to  November 
15th,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive;  except  there¬ 
out  in  the  North  Saanich  District  the  following 
days,  namely:  October  18th,  25th,  and  Novem¬ 
ber  1st.  8th,  and  15th. 

On  Denman  and  Saturna  Islands,  open  sea¬ 
son  from  October  17th,  1936,  to  October  31st, 
1936,  both  dates  inclusive. 

(w.)  Pheasants,  cock  birds  only,  in  the  West¬ 
ern  District  on  Vancouver  Island  (except  Oak 
Bay  Municipality,  that  portion  of  Vancouver 
Island  situate  and  lying  north  of  Oyster  River, 
and  that  portion  of  the  Alberni-Nanaimo  Elec¬ 
toral  District  following  a  line  from  the  summit 
of  Beaufort  Range  at  Loon  Lake;  thence  north¬ 
west  to  the  head  of  Comox  Lake;  thence  south¬ 
west  to  Ucluelet;  thence  south-east  in  a  direct 
line  to  Clo-oose;  thence  north-east  to  the  point 
of  commencement) ,  and  in  the  Islands  Electoral 
District,  open  season  from  October  17th,  1936, 
to  November  15th,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive; 
except  thereout  in  the  North  Saanich  District 
the  following  days,  namely:  October  18th,  25th, 
and  November  1st,  8th,  15th. 

Cock  birds  only,  in  that  portion  of  the 
Alberni-Nanaimo  Electoral  District  on  Van¬ 
couver  Island  following  a  line  from  the  summit 
of  Beaufort  Range  at  Loon  Lake;  thence  north- 
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west  to  the  head  of  Comox  Lake ;  thence  south¬ 
west  to  Ucluelet;  thence  south-east  in  a  direct 
line  to  Clo-oose;  thence  north-east  to  the  point 
of  commencement,  open  season  from  October 
17th,  1936,  to  October  31st,  1936,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

Cock  birds  only,  in  the  Western  District,  on 
the  Mainland  (except  those  portions  known  as 
the  Squamish  Valley  and  that  area  situate  and 
lying  between  Howe  Sound  and  Toba  Inlet,  and 
that  further  portion  known  as  the  Skeena  Elec¬ 
toral  District),  open  season  from  October  17th, 
1936,  to  November  22nd,  1936,  both  dates  in¬ 
clusive. 

Cock  birds  only,  in  that  portion  of  the  Mac¬ 
kenzie  Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  be¬ 
tween  Jervis  Inlet  and  Sarah  Point  on  the 
Mainland,  open  season  from  October  17th,  1936, 
to  October  31st,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive. 

,  Cock  birds  only,  in  that  portion  of  the  Prince 
Rupert  Electoral  District  known  as  Queen 
Charlotte  Islands,  open  season  from  October 
17th,  1936,  to  October  31st,  1936,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

The  open  season  for  the  hunting  or  shooting 
of  Pheasants  as  outlined  in  this  clause  shall  be 
subject  to  the  following  proviso: — 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of 
Pheasants  in  the  portions  of  the  Mainland  pro¬ 
vided  with  an  open  season  shall,  on  each  or  any 
day  between  October  17th,  1936,  and  October 
31st,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive,  cease  at  5.30 
p.m.,  and  during  the  period  November  1st,  1936, 
to  November  22nd,  1936,  both  dates  inclusive, 
cease  at  5  p.m. 

(x.)  European  Partridae.  in  the  Western 
District,  on  Vancouver  Island  (except  Oak  Bay 
Municipality!,  in  the  North  and  South  Saanich 
and  Highland  Districts,  open  season  from  Octo¬ 
ber  17th,  1936,  to  November  1st,  1936.  both 
dates  inclusive;  except  thereout  in  the  North 
Saanich  District  the  following  days,  namely: 
October  18th.  25th,  and  November  1st. 

Further,  for  the  purpose  of  describing  the 
Highland  District,  the  same  is  hereby  defined  as 
follows:  “  starting  at  the  junction  of  the  Fin- 
layson  Arm  Road  and  the  Malahat  Highway  • 
thence  south  along  the  Malahat  and  Island 
Highway  to  Atkin  Road;  thence  east  along 
Atkin  Road  to  Thetis  Lake  Road ;  thence  north 
along  Thetis  Lake  Road  to  Munn’s  Road:  thence 
easterly  and  southerly  along  Munn’s  Road  to 
Prospect  Lake  Road :  thence  along  Prospect 
Lake  Road  north  and  east  to  the  right-of-way 
of  the  interurban  line  of  the  British  Columbia 
Electric  Railway:  thence  along  said  right-of- 
way  to  Tod  Inlet  Road;  thence  along  Tod  Inlet 
Road  to  Saanich  Arm ;  thence  along  Saanich 
Arm  to  Goldstream  Creek;  thence  following 
Goldstream  Creek  to  the  Finlayson  Arm  Road;

Bag  Limits  (Eastern  and  Western 
Districts). 

Big  Game. 

In  respect  of  big  game  throughout  the  Prov¬ 
ince  as  defined  in  the  “  Game  Act,”  no  person 
in  that  portion  of  the  Province  north  of  the 
main  line  of  the  Canadian  National  Railwav, 
formerly  known  as  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific 
Railway,  shall  at  anv  time  kill  or  take  or  have 
in  their  possession  during  the  entire  open  sea¬ 
son  more  than  two  Mountain-sheep  and  two 
Caribou,  all  of  the  male  sex. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern  District 
provided  with  an  open  season  on  Mountain- 
sheep  and  Caribou,  no  person  shall  at  anv  time 
kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession  during 
the  entire  open  season  more  than  one  Moun¬ 
tain-sheep  and  one  Caribou,  all  of  the  male  sex. 

Throughout  the  Province,  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession 
during  the  entire  onen  season  more  than  one 
Wapiti  ( Elk !.  one  Moose,  all  of  the  male  sex. 
two  Grizzly  Bear  and  three  Bear  of  any  other 
species,  and  two  Mountain- goat. 
o 


In  the  Eastern  District,  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession 
during  the  entire  open  season  more  than  two 
Deer,  and  in  the  Western  District  three  Deer, 
all  of  the  male  sex. 

Game  Birds. 

No  person  shall  in  any  district  hereinafter 
designated  kill  or  take  on  any  one  day  any 
greater  number  of  game  birds  than  the  daily 
bag  limit  hereinafter  set  out  respectively;  nor 
kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession  during 
the  entire  open  season  any  greater  number  of 
game  birds  than  the  total  bag  limit  so  set  out: — 

Eastern  District. — Pheasants  (cock  birds 
only)  (except  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Nelson- 
Creston,  Grand  Forks-Greenwood)  :  Daily  bag 
limit,  4;  total  bag  limit,  15.  In  the  Nelson- 
Creston  and  Grand  Forks-Greenwood  Electoral 
Districts :  Daily  bag  limit,  2 ;  total  bag  limit,  12. 

Quail:  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag  limit, 

100. 

Grouse  and  Ptarmigan  (excent  Prairie- 
chicken  or  Sharp-tailed  Grouse)  :  Daily  bag 
limit,  6  of  one  species  or  12  of  all  species;  total 
bag  limit,  50  in  the  a^^regate. 

Prairie-chicken  or  Sharp-tailed  Grouse ;  In 
the  Electoral  Districts  of  Fort  George  and 
Peace  River — Daily  bag  limit,  6;  total  bag 
limit,  50.  In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Cariboo 
and  Lillooet — Daily  bag  limit,  4;  total  bag 
limit,  15.  In  the  Electoral  District  of  Salmon 
Arm — Daily  bag  limit,  4;  total  bag  limit,  12. 

European  Partridge,  in  the  Electoral  Dis¬ 
tricts  of  Salmon  Arm,  Kamloops,  North  and 
South  Okanagan,  and  Similkameen :  Daily  bag 
limit,  4;  total  bag  limit,  15.  In  the  Electoral 
District  of  Nelson-Creston  (one  day  open  sea¬ 
son  allowed  only)  :  Total  bag  limit,  2. 

Western  District.  —  Pheasants  (cock  birds 
only)  :  'Daily  bag  limit,  3;  total  bag  limit,  20. 

European  Partridge ;  Daily  bag  limit,  6; 
total  bag  limit,  25. 

Grouse:  Daily  bag  limit,  6  of  all  species; 
total  bag  limit,  25  of  all  species. 

Ptarmigan:  Daily  bag  limit,  6;  total  bag 
limit,  25. 

Quail  (except  Bob-white  and  Mountain 
Quail)  :  Daily  bag  limit,  10  ;  total  bag  limit,  50. 

Throughout  the  Province. — Migratory  Game 
Birds :  Bag  limits  set  under  the  “  Migratory 
Birds  Convention  Act  ”  by  the  Department  of 
the  Interior,  Dominion  Parks  Branch. 

Every  person  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any 
Game  Warden  or  Constable,  furnish  satisfac¬ 
tory  proof  to  him  of  the  locality  and  dates  on 
which  any  game  was  by  him  killed  or  taken; 
and.  further,  in  respect  to  all  game  birds  no  one 
shall  have  in  his  possession  at  any  one  time 
more  than  two  days’  bag  limit. 

2.  The  prohibitions  declared  bv  subsection 
(1)  of  section  26  of  the  “  Game  Act  ”  as  to  the 
buying,  selling,  and  having  in  possession  of  big 
game,  so  far  as  same  relate  to  game  lawfully 
killed  or  taken,  are  hereby  removed  to  the 
extent  and  within  the  periods  and  limits  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out,  as 
follows : — 

(a.)  Moose  and  Cai'ibou,  bulls  over  one  yeai’ 
old.  in  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Atlin  and 
Omineca,  north  of  the  57th  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  from  September  1st.  1936,  to  Decem¬ 
ber  15th.  1936,  both  dates  inclusive. 

(b.)  Bear  (except  White  or  Kermodei  Bear), 
in  the  Eastern  District,  from  September  1st, 
1936,  to  June  30th,  1937,  both  dates  inclusive; 
in  the  Western  District,  from  September  12th', 
1936,  to  June  30th,  1937,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  no  other  big  game  be  sold  in 
anv  part  of  the  Province. 

3.  The  onen  seasons  declared  bv  these  regu¬ 
lations  shall  not  apnly  to  the  following  parts  of 
the  Pi’ovince,  namely: — 

(e.l  Kaien  Island,  in  the  Prince  Rupert  Elec¬ 
toral  District. 

(b.)  Those  portions  of  the  Burnaby  Elec¬ 
toral  District  known  as  the  Colony  Farm  and 
in  the  Dewdnev  Electoral  District  in  the  vicinitv 
of  Harrison  Hot  Springs,  more  particularly 
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described  as  follows :  “  Commencing  at  the 

mouth  of  an  unnamed  slouch  entering:  Harri¬ 
son  Lake  west  of  the  Harrison  Hot  Sorings 
Hotel ;  thence  along  the  south  shore-line  of 
said  unnamed  slough  to  the  Agassiz-Harrison 
Highway;  thence  northerly  along  said  high¬ 
way  to  Harrison  Lake:  thence  westerly  along 
the  shore-line  of  said  lake  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement.” 

(c.)  That  portion  of  the  District  Munici¬ 
pality  of  Burnaby  known  as  Central  Park. 

(d. )  That  portion  of  Nanaimo  Harbour  and 
vicinity  described  as  follows:  “  Between  hi°Ti- 
water  mark  on  Vancouver  Island  and  a  lin« 
drawn  as  follows:  Commencing  at  Brechin 
Point,  Departure  Bay,  near  the  Citv  of  Nan¬ 
aimo;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the 
most  westeidv  point  of  Newcastle  Island: 
thence  along  the  shore-line  of  Newcastle  Island 
in  a  northerly,  easterly,  and  southerly  direction 
to  the  most  easterly  point  of  Newcastle  Island: 
thence  to  the  most  westerly  point  of  Protection 
Island:  thence  south-easterly  to  Gallows  Point 
on  Protection  Island:  thence  to  Jack’s  Point  on 
Vancouver  Island;  thence  in  a  westerly  direc¬ 
tion  to  Stevens  and  Wright’s  Shingle-mill  on 
Vancouver  Island. 

(e.)  That  portion  of  Nelson-Creston  Elec¬ 
toral  District  described  as  follows:  “  Commenc¬ 
ing  on  the  north  shore  of  the  West  Arm  of 
Kootenay  Lake  at  Willow  Point  wharf:  thence 
following  the  Duhamel  or  6-Mile  Creek  Road 
to  the  intersection  of  the  said  Duhamel  Creek 
Road  with  the  First  West  Fork  of  Duhamel 
Creek;  thence  following  the  said  West  Fork 
to  its  source;  thence  in  a  southerly  direction 
following  the  divide  between  Duhamel  Creek 
and  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake  and  Gro- 
ham  Creek  to  the  mouth  of  said  Groham  Creek; 
thence  across  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake 
to  the  south  shore  of  the  said  West  Arm  to  a 
point  known  as  the  slaughter-house;  thence 
following  the  south  shore  of  the  said  West 
Arm  in  an  easterly  direction  to  a  point  oppo¬ 
site  Willow  Point  wharf;  thence  acress  the 
said  West  Arm  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 
Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  subsection 
or  clause  shall  only  apply  in  respect  to  the 
hunting  of  game  birds. 

(/.)  That  portion  of  the  South  Okanagan 
Electoral  District  in  the  vicinity  of  Kelowna 
known  as  Lot  “  M,”  Plan  1920,  Osoyoos  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Yale  District. 

(g.)  That  portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Elec¬ 
toral  District  in  the  vicinity  of  Sicamous,  and 
commonly  known  as  Sicamous  Narrows,  more 
particularly  described  as  follows:  “  Commenc¬ 
ing  at  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  525 ;  thence 
north  along  the  western  shore-line  of  Sicamous 
Narrows  to  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway;  thence  east  along  said  railway 
to  the  east  shore-line  of  Sicamous  Narrows; 
thence  in  a  southerly  direction  following  the 
east  shore-line  of  Sicamous  Narrows  to  the 
south-west  corner  of  Lot  452 ;  thence  in  a 
straight  line  across  Sicamous  Narrows  to  the 
point  of  commencement.”  Provided  that  the 
provisions  of  this  subsection  or  clause  shall  onlv 
apply  in  respect  of  the  hunting  of  game  birds. 

4.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  kill  or  attempt 
to  kill  any  Pheasant,  Partridge,  or  Quail  with 
a  rifle,  or  hunt,  as  defined  in  section  2  of  the 
“  Game  Act,”  any  game  birds  in  any  field  or 
on  or  over  any  cultivated  land  by  using  an 
automobile  or  other  vehicle  thereon. 

5.  The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regu¬ 
lations  shall  not  apply  to  the  hunting,  taking, 
or  having  in  .possession  of  Quail,  Pheasants, 
Prairie-chicken  ( Sharp-tailed  Grouse) ,  or  Part¬ 
ridge  at  any  place  when  the  surface  of  the 
ground  at  that  place  is  covered  with  snow. 

6.  No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  take  any 
Moose,  Caribou,  Wapiti  (Elk),  or  Deer  while 
swimming,  and  the  hunting,  killing,  or  taking 
of  any  game  by  use  of  tracer  bullets  or  tracer 
shot  shells  is  prohibited. 


The  killing,  taking,  or  trapping  of  fur-bear¬ 
ing  animals  by  the  use  of  spring-pole  traps 
anywhere  in  the  Province  is  prohibited. 

7.  There  is  no  open  season  on  any  game 
other  than  in  the  open  districts  and  during  the 
periods  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  regulations. 
The  electoral  districts  referred  to  in  these 
regulations  cover  such  districts  as  constituted 
at  March  31st,  1936.

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that,  under  author¬ 
ity  of  section  3  of  the  “  Plant  Protection 
Act,”  chapter  57  of  the  Statutes  of  the  year 
1935,  and  pursuant  to  Order  in  Council  No.  951, 
approved  the  10th  day  of  August,  1936,  the 
following  regulations,  to  be  known  as  the 
“  San  Jose  Scale  Regulations,”  have  been  pre¬ 
scribed  as  follows: — 

1.  In  these  regulations: — 

“  Quarantine  area  ”  means  the  area  desig¬ 
nated  as  the  San  Jose  scale-control  area 
by  Order  in  Council  No.  230,  approved 
the  3rd  day  of  March,  1936: 

“  San  Jose  scale-free  area  ”  means  that  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
which  lies  to  the  east  of  the  boundary, 
approximately  described  as  follows :  The 
divide  between  the  waters  of  the  Simil- 
kameen  and  Okanagan  Rivers,  the  west¬ 
erly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of 
Okanagan  Lake,  the  westerly  boundary 
of  the  watershed  of  the  Thompson  River 
above  the  outlet  of  Kamloops  Lake,  the 
southerly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of 
the  North  Thompson  River  above  the 
mouth  of  Knouff  Creek,  the  westerly 
boundary  of  the  watershed  of  Adams 
Lake,  the  southerly  boundary  of  the 
watershed  of  Adams  River  above  Bar¬ 
ton  Creek,  the  westerly  boundary  of  the 
watershed  of  the  Columbia  River,  and 
the  southerly  boundary  of  the  watershed 
of  the  Canoe  River  above  the  mouth  of 
Foster  Creek;  said  boundary  being  more 
particularly  defined  by  the  description 
and  maps  filed  with  the  Surveyor-General 
of  British  Columbia  dated  July  24th, 
1936,  and  numbered  P.B.  1.: 

“  Tree-fruit  ”  includes  apples,  pears,  crab- 
apples,  plums,  prunes,  cherries,  peaches, 
and  apricots. 

2.  No  tree-fruit  produced  within  the  quaran¬ 
tine  area  shall  be  moved  or  transported  from 
the  quarantine  area  unless  it  has  first  been 
packed  for  sale  or  market  in  the  manner  pre¬ 
scribed  by  law,  except  in  so  far  as  provided  for 
by  written  permit  signed  by  an  Inspector 
appointed  under  the  “  Plant  Protection  Act.” 

3.  No  tree-fruit  produced  within  the  quaran¬ 
tine  area  shall  be  moved  or  transported  from 
the  quarantine  area  to  any  section  of  the  San 
Jose  scale-free  area  unless  a  written  permit 
signed  by  an  Inspector  appointed  under  the 
“  Plant  Protection  Act  ”  is  first  had  and  ob¬ 
tained. 

4.  Every  person  who  violates  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  these  regulations  shall  be  liable,  on 
summary  conviction,  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$50  nor  more  than  $100.

SCHEME  TO  REGULATE  THE  MARKETING  OF 

British  Columbia  Tree  Fruits. 

1.  This  scheme  shall  be  known  ?s  the 
“  British  Columbia  Tree  Fruit  Marketing 
Scheme.” 

2.  In  this  scheme,  unless  the  context  indicates 
otherwise : — 

(a.)  “  Act  ”  means  the  “  Natural  Products 
Marketing  (British  Columbia)  Act.” 
being  chanter  38  of  the  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia  of  1934  and  all  amend¬ 
ments  thereto; 

(b.)  “Area  t,o  which  the  scheme  relates  ” 
means  that  part  of  British  Columbia 
lying-  east  of  the  121st  meridian  of  west 
longitude  and  south  of  the  51st  parallel 
of  north  latitude: 

(c.)  “  Board  ”  means  the  British  Columbia 
Tree  Fruit  Board : 

(cl.)  “Grower”  means  anv  person  owning 
and  operating  a  producing  orchard  of 
one  acre  or  more  fully  planted  in  fruit- 
trees  in  the  area  to  which  the  scheme 
relates,  and  includes  any  person  operat¬ 
ing  under  lease  or  agreement  the  terms 
of  which  provide  that  the  returns  for  the 
crop  are  pavable  to  the  person  operating 
the  orchard : 

(e.)  “Marketing”  includes  buying,  selling, 
offering  for  sale,  shipping  for  sale  or 
storage,  and  transporting  in  any  manner 
by  any  person : 

(/.)  (<  Person  ”  includes  any  partnership  or 
corporation : 

(g.)  “Regulated  product”  means  anv  tree- 
fruit  grown  in  the  area  to  which  the 
scheme  relates  : 

( h .)  “  Vehicle  ”  includes  any  motor-vehicle, 
wagon,  railway-car,  ship,  boat,  or  other 
thing  in  which  the  regulated  product 
can  be  transported. 

3.  Wherever  the  masculine  or  singular  is 
used  in  this  scheme,  the  same  shall  be  construed 
as  meaning  the  feminine  or  plural  if  the  context 
so  requires. 

Purpose  and  Application. 

4.  The  purpose  and  intent  of  this  scheme  is 
to  provide  for  the  effective  regulation  and  con¬ 
trol  in  all  respects  of  the  marketing  of  the 
regulated  product  within  the  Province,  in¬ 
cluding  the  prohibiting  of  such  marketing  in 
whole  or  in  part. 

5.  The  scheme  shall  apply  to  all  persons  who 
produce,  process,  or  market  the  regulated  prod¬ 
uct  and  to  all  kinds  and  grades  thereof. 

Name  and  Constitution  of  the  Board. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  Board  named  the  “  British 
Columbia  Tree  Fruit  Board,”  consisting  of  three 
members,  and  the  said  Board  shall  have  author¬ 
ity  to  administer  this  scheme. 

7.  The  first  members  of  the  Board  shall  be 
Walter  E.  Haskins,  George  A.  Barrat,  and 
Orris  W.  Hembling,  and  they  shall  hold  office 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 

8.  Except  as  to  the  first  members,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  annually  as 
hereinafter  provided. 


9.  The  Board  shall  keep  at  its  head  office  a 
record  (to  be  known  as  the  “  Register  of 
Growers”)  of  all  growers  whose  names  and 

;  addresses  have  been  registered  in  accordance 
with  orders  of  the  Board.  Such  record  shall 
be  amended  from  time  to  time  by  the  addition 
thereto  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all 
growers  who  are  entitled  to  be  registered,  and 
by  the  deletion  therefrom  of  the  names  and 
addresses  of  growers  who  are  not  entitled  to  be 
registered:  Provided,  however,  that  before  the 
name  of  any  grower  is  removed  from  the  said 
register  the  Board  shall  give  him  two  weeks’ 
notice  in  writing  of  the  intention  so  to  do,  and 
the  name  of  such  grower  shall  not  be  removed 
as  aforesaid  if  he  shall  within  the  said  period 
give  to  the  Board  sufficient  reason  for  the  reten¬ 
tion  of  his  name  on  the  said  register. 

10.  A  grower  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
any  election  of  a  delegate  or  of  members  of  the 
Board  unless  he  is  registered  under  the  scheme 
or  makes  and  files  with  the  Chairman  of  the 
meeting  of  registered  growers  or  the  Returning 
Officer,  as  the  case  may  be,  a  statutory  declara¬ 
tion  showing  that  he  is  qualified  to  be  registered 
as  a  grower. 

11.  The  Board  shall  divide  the  area  to  which 
the  scheme  relates  into  districts  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  ensure  that  all  growers  will  have 
representation  by  delegates  and  reasonable  op¬ 
portunity  of  attending  meetings  to  elect  such 
delegates  as  hereinafter  provided. 

12.  On  or  before  the  15th  day  of  May  in  each 
year  a  meeting  of  registered  growers  at  some 
central  point  in  each  of  such  districts  shall  be 
held.  At  least  one  week’s  notice  by  post  of 
such  meetings  shall  be  given  by  the  Board  to 
each  registered  grower.  At  each  of  such  meet¬ 
ings  one  delegate  shall  be  elected  to  attend  a 
convention  to  nominate  members  of  the  Board. 


13.  At  such  meetings  of  registered  grow¬ 
ers  : — 

(a.)  The  registered  growers  present  shall 
appoint  a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  and 
the  certificate  of  such  chairman  and 
secretary  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of 
all  business  transacted  at  such  meetings 
and  of  the  election  of  the  delegate: 

(b.)  Every  registered  grower  shall  have  one 
vote  and  all  questions  shall  be  decided  by 
a  majority  of  the  votes  of  such  regis¬ 
tered  growers.  In  the  case  of  an  equal¬ 
ity  of  votes  the  chairman  shall  have  a 
second  or  casting  vote : 

( c .)  Votes  may  be  given  either  in  person  or 
by  proxy,  and  proxies  may  be  in  any 
usual  or  common  form  and  shall  be 
lodged  with  the  chairman  of  the  meeting 
at  which  it  is  proposed  to  vote: 

(cl.)  A  body  corporate  shall  vote  only  by  its 
duly  authorized  agent  whose  authority 
shall  be  presented  to  the  meeting  at 
which  he  proposes  to  vote: 

(e.)  Two  or  more  members  having  a  joint 
interest  in  land  on  which  they  are  pro¬ 
ducing  the  regulated  product  shall 
nominate  and  appoint  one  of  their 
number  to  vote,  and  shall  file  with  the 
secretary  of  the  meeting  at  which  they 
piopose  to  vote  notice  of  such  nomina¬ 
tion. 


14.  Within  twenty-one  days  of  the  last  of 
such  meetings  of  growers,  the  Board  shall  call 
the  delegates  to  a  nominating  convention  at 
which  nominations  of  persons  for  membership 
on  the  Board  shall  be  made.  The  nominating- 
convention  shall  be  held  at  Kelowna,  B.C.  At 
the  nominating  convention  the  delegates  pres¬ 
ent  shall  appoint  a  chairman  and  a  secretarv 
and  the  certificate  of  the  said  chairman  and 
secretary  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  all 
business  transacted  at  the  nominating  conven¬ 
tion  and  of  the  nomination  and  election  of 
members  of  the  Board.  At  the  nominating- 
convention  each  delegate  shall  have  one  vote 
Each  person  nominated  shall  be  a  registered 
grower.  In  the  event  of  there  being  more  than 
six  persons  nominated  at  the  nominating  con¬ 
vention,  a  ballot  shall  be  taken,  and  the  norni- 
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nees  receiving  the  highest,  the  second,  third, 
fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  highest  numbers  respec¬ 
tively  of  delegates’  votes  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
the  only  persons  nominated  for  election  as 
members  of  the  Board.  In  the  event  of  a  tie  the 
nominees  tied  shall  be  voted  upon  again  to  de¬ 
termine  which  of  them  shall  be  nominated.  In 
the  event  of  there  being  only  three  nominations, 
the  three  persons  nominated  shall  be  declared 
elected  as  members  of  the  Board,  and  in  such 
event  the  delegates  shall  elect  the  chairman 
of  the  Board.  The  delegates  shall  nominate  a 
chartered  accountant  who  shall  be  employed  by 
the  Board  for  the  auditing  of  its  books.  The 
delegates  shall  also  fix  the  remuneration  to  be 
paid  the  chairman  and  other  members  of  the 
Board,  provided  that  until  they  do  so  the  said 
remuneration  shall  be  the  amount  fixed  by  the 
delegates  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  scheme  approved  on  June  29th,  1935,  under 
“  The  Natural  Products  Marketing  Act  ”  of 
Canada. 

15.  In  the  event  of  an  election  being  neces¬ 
sary,  the  Board  shall  within  ten  days  after  the 
nominating  convention  cause  a  ballot  to  be  sent 
by  prepaid  post  to  each  registered  grower, 
which  ballot  shall  contain  the  names  of  the 
nominees  for  membership  on  the  Board.  There 
shall  also  be  mailed  with  each  ballot  a  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  where  the  ballots  will  be 
counted.  Such  ballot  and  notice  shall  be  mailed 
at  least  fourteen  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed 
for  counting  the  ballots. 

16.  Every  ballot  shall  be  signed  by  the  grower 
casting  the  same  or  by  some  person  duly 
authorized  in  writing  in  that  behalf.  In  case 
a  ballot  is  cast  under  authority,  the  authority 
or  a  notarial  copy  of  the  same  shall  accompany 
the  ballot. 

17.  Ballots  may  be  delivered  or  returned  by 
post  in  a  sealed  envelope  marked  “  Ballot  ”  and 
addressed  to  the  Returning  Officer  at  the  place 
named  in  the  notice  forwarded  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  clause  15. 

18.  The  failure  of  any  registered  grower  to 
receive  any  notice  hereunder  or  any  ballot  or 
other  document  in  connection  with  the  election 
shall  not  invalidate  the  election. 

19.  Forthwith  after  the  election  the  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  shall  in  the  presence  of  the  scruti¬ 
neers  count  the  ballots,  and  the  three  nominees 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
declared  elected  as  members  of  the  Board.  The 
nominee  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Board.  In  the  event 
of  a  tie  the  Returning  Officer  shall  have  a  cast¬ 
ing-vote. 

20.  The  failure  of  registered  growers  to 
elect  any  delegate  or  failure  on  the  part  of  a 
delegate  to  attend  the  nominating  convention 
shall  not  invalidate  the  election. 

21.  In  the  event  of  any  delay  or  irregularity 
occurring  in  the  conduct  of  any  election  or  of 
any  doubt  arising  as  to  the  validity  of  any 
election,  the  British  Columbia  Marketing  Board 
shall  have  authority  to  determine  who  are  the 
members  of  the  British  Columbia  Tree  Fruit 
Board,  and  to  fix  the  said  members’  terms  of 
office,  and  to  extend  the  time  for  making 
nominations,  or  direct  that  a  special  election 
be  held  at  any  time. 

Powers  of  the  Board. 

22.  The  Board  shall  have  the  following 
powers : — 

(a.)  To  regulate  the  time  and  place  at  which 
and  to  designate  the  agency  through 
which  the  regulated  product  shall  be 
marketed;  to  determine  the  manner  of 
distribution,  the  quantity  and  quality, 
grade  or  class  of  the  regulated  product 
that  shall  be  marketed  bv  any  person  at 
any  time,  and  to  prohibit  the  marketing 
of  any  grade,  quality,  or  class  of  the 
regulated  product: 

( b .)  To  exempt  from  any  determination  or 
order  any  person  or  class  of  persons 
engaged  in  the  production,  processing, 


or  marketing  of  the  regulated  product  or 
any  class,  variety,  or  grade  of  such 
product : 

(c.)  To  require  any  or  all  persons  engaged 
in  the  production,  processing,  or  market¬ 
ing  of  the  regulated  product  to  register 
with  and  obtain  licences  from  the  Board: 

( d .)  To  fix  and  collect  annual,  quarterly,  or 
monthly  licence  fees  from  any  or  all 
persons  producing,  processing,  or  mar¬ 
keting  the  regulated  product;  and  for 
this  purpose  to  classifv  such  persons 
into  groups,  and  fix  the  licence  fees  pay¬ 
able  by  the  members  of  the  different 
groups  in  different  amounts: 

( e .)  To  cancel  any  licence  for  violation  of 
any  provision  of  the  scheme  o?  of  any 
order  of  the  Board  or  of  the  regulations : 

(/.)  To  require  full  information  relating  to 
the  production,  processing,  and  market¬ 
ing  of  the  regulated  product  from  all 
persons  engaged  therein:  and  to  require 
periodic  returns  to  be  made  bv  such 
persons,  and  to  inspect  the  books  and 
premises  of  such  persons : 

(g.)  To  fix  the  price  or  prices,  maximum 
price  or  prices,  minimum  price  or  prices, 
or  both  maximum  and  minimum  prices, 
at  which  the  regulated  product,  or  any 
grade  or  class  thereof,  may  be  sold  in 
the  area  within  the  Province  to  which 
the  scheme  relates,  and  mav  fix  different 
prices  for  different  sections  of  the  said 
area : 

(h.)  To  require  the  person  in  charge  of  any 
vehicle  in  which  the  regulated  product 
could  be  transported  to  permit  any 
member  or  employee  of  the  Board  to 
search  the  vehicle: 

(  i.)  To  seize  and  dispose  of  any  of  the  regu¬ 
lated  product  kept,  transported,  or  mar¬ 
keted  in  violation  of  any  order  of  the 
Board : 

(j.)  To  make  such  orders,  rules,  and  regu¬ 
lations  as  are  deemed  by  the  Board 
necessary  or  advisable  to  regulate  effec¬ 
tively  the  marketing  of  the  regulated 
product  and  to  amend  or  revoke  the 
same.

A  Scheme  to  regulate  the  Marketing  of 
Vegetables  and  certain  other  Farm 
Products  grown  in  a  Described  Area  of 
British  Columbia. 

1.  This  scheme  shall  be  known  as  the 
“  British  Columbia  Interior  Vegetable  Market¬ 
ing  Scheme.” 

2.  In  this  scheme  and  in  all  orders  made 
under  it,  unless  the  context  indicates  other¬ 
wise  : — 

(a.)  “  Act  ”  means  “  Natural  Products  Mar¬ 
keting  (British  Columbia)  Act,”  chap¬ 
ter  38,  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1934,  and  all  amendments  thereto: 

(b.)  “  Area  to  which  the  scheme  relates  ” 
means  that  part  of  British  Columbia  de¬ 
scribed  as  follows:  Commencing  at  the 
point  where  the  49th  parallel  of  north 
latitude  is  intersected  by  the  121st 
meridian  of  west  longitude;  thence 
north  along  the  said  121st  meridian  to 
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the  50th  parallel  of  north  latitude; 
thence  west  along  the  said  50th  parallel 
to  the  east  bank  of  Fraser  River;  thence 
due  north  to  the  northern  boundary  of 
Lillooet  Electoral  District;  thence  east¬ 
erly  and  northerly  along  the  said  bound¬ 
ary  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Lillooet 
Electoral  District;  thence  due  east  to 
the  eastern  boundary  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia;  thence  southerly  along  the  said 
boundary  to  the  49th  parallel  of  north 
latitude;  and  thence  west  along  the 
said  49th  parallel  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement:

5.  The  scheme  shall  apply  to  every  person 
who  grows,  processes,  or  markets  the  regulated 
product  and  to  every  kind  and  grade  thereof. 

Constitution  of  the  Board. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  Board  named  the  “  British 
Columbia  Interior  Vegetable  Marketing  Board,” 
and  it  shall  have  authority  to  administer  this 
scheme. 

7.  The  Board  shall  consist  of  three  members. 

8.  The  first  members  of  the  Board  shall  be 
Thomas  Wilkinson,  of  Kelowna;  Robert  B. 
Homersham,  of  Rayleigh  Mount;  and  Edward 
Poole,  of  Armstrong.  The  said  members  shall 
hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  or 
appointed  as  hereinafter  provided. 

9.  Except  as  to  the  first  members  of  the 
Board,  two  members  shall  be  elected  annually 
by  the  delegates  elected  by  the  registered  pro¬ 
ducers,  and  the  third  member  shall  be  appointed 
bv  the  two  elected  members  on  the  nomination 
of  a  representative  group  of  the  persons  here¬ 
tofore  engaged  in  marketing  vegetables  in  the 
area  to  which  the  scheme  relates.  Provided 
that,  in  the  event  of  the  failure  or  refusal  of

11.  The  Board  shall  make  all  arrangements 
for  holding  the  annual  meetings  of  the  regis¬ 
tered  producers  of  the  several  districts  and  for 
conducting  the  elections  of  delegates  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board. 

12.  Before  March  15th,  1937,  the  Board  shall 
give  notice  for  at  least  two  weeks  in  a  news¬ 
paper  published  in,  or,  if  there  is  no  such 
newspaper  published  in,  a  newspaper  having 
general  circulation  in,  each  of  the  districts 
referred  to  in  clause  10,  requiring  all  producers 
to  register  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  scheme,  and  stating  that  a  meeting  of 
such  registered  producers  will  be  heM  at  some 
central  point  in  each  of  the  said  districts  in 
the  said  territory,  not  earlier  than  three  weeks 
and  not  later  than  five  weeks  from  the  date  of 
the  first  publication  of  the  said  notice,  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  delegates  to  attend  an 
annual  meeting  to  elect  the  members  of  the 
Board  for  the  ensuing  year;  such  meeting  to 
be  held  in  the  City  of  Kelowna,  British  Co¬ 
lumbia,  on  a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  with¬ 
in  six  weeks  of  the  date  of  the  last  of  the 
meetings  of  registered  producers. 

13.  Every  year  thereafter  similar  meetings 
of  registered  producers  and  of  delegates  shall 
be  held  at  dates  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  as 
nearly  as  may  be  in  the  same  months  as  the 
first  meeting  of  registered  producers  and  the 
first  annual  meeting  of  delegates  are  held. 

14.  The  delegates  shall  hold  office  until  the 
next  annual  general  meeting  of  registered 
producers  in  the  district  in  which  they  are 
chosen  or  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 
They  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

15.  At  the  district  meetings  referred  to  in 
clause  12  the  registered  producers  present  shall 
appoint  a  chairman  and  a  secretarv,  and  the 
certificate  of  the  said  chairman  and  secretary 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  all  business 
transacted  at  such  district  meetings  and  of 
the  election  of  delegates.  The  delegates  pres¬ 
ent  at  the  annual  meeting  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  as  chairman  of  the  meeting,  and 
such  chairman  shall  appoint  a  secretary. 
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16.  At  meetings  of  registered  producers: — 

(a.)  Every  registered  producer  present  who 

grows  a  product  which  is  actually  regu¬ 
lated  by  the  Board  shall  have  one  vote, 
and  all  questions  shall  be  decided  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  such  registered 
producers.  In  the  case  of  an  equality 
of  votes,  the  ^Chairman  shall  have  a 
second  or  casting  vote : 

{b.)  A  body  corporate  shall  vote  only  by  its 
duly  authorized  agent  whose  authority 
shall  be  presented  to  the  meeting  at 
which  he  proposes  to  vote : 

(c.)  Two  or  more  persons  having  a  joint 
interest  in  land  on  which  they  are  grow¬ 
ing  the  regulated  product  shall  nominate 
and  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  vote, 
and  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of  the 
meeting  at  which  they  propose  to  vote 
notice  of  such  nomination. 

17.  Persons  qualified  as  hereinbefore  pro¬ 
vided  to  vote  as  agents  of  bodies  corporate  shall 
be  eligible  for  election  as  delegates  or  members 
of  the  Board. 

18.  Except  as  provided  in  clause  16,  no  per¬ 
son  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  of 
a  delegate  unless  he  is  registered  under  the 
scheme  or  makes  and  files  with  the  chairman 
of  the  meeting  of  registered  producers  a  stat¬ 
utory  declaration  showing  that  he  is  qualified 
to  be  so  registered. 

19.  The  members  of  the  Board  shall  hold 
office  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  delegates 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  They 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

Additional  Functions  of  Delegates. 

20.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  delegates  pro¬ 
vision  shall  be  made  for  the  remuneration  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 
The  first  members  of  the  Board  shall  receive 
the  remuneration  which  the  members  of  the 
British  Columbia  Interior  Vegetable  Marketing 
Board  under  the  “  Natural  Products  Marketing 
Act  of  Canada  ”  heretofore  received. 

21.  At  each  annual  meeting  the  delegates 
shall  appoint  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  act  as 
auditor  for  the  Board  who  shall  be  a  chartered 
accountant,  and  the  auditor  shall  make  a  full 
examination  and  audit  of  all  moneys  received 
and  expended  by  the  Board  in  each  year. 

22.  Upon  the  requisition  of  a  majority  of  the 
delegates  the  Board  shall  call  a  special  meeting 
of  delegates  to  consider  such  matters  as  may 
be  brought  before  the  meeting. 

23.  (a.)  All  meetings  of  delegates  shall  be 
held  within  the  area  to  which  the  scheme 
relates. 

(b.)  Ten  delegates  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

24.  (a.)  The  Marketing  Board  shall  have  its 
head  office  in  the  City  of  Kelowna,  B.C.,  or  at 
such  other  place  as  the  Board  may  appoint. 

( b .)  At  meetings  of  the  Board  each  member 
present  shall  have  one  vote,  and  all  questions 
for  decision  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  members  present.  In  the  case  of  a  tie, 
the  Chairman  shall  have  a  second  or  casting 
vote. 

25  (a.)  The  mailing  of  a  copy  of  any  order, 
rule,  or  regulation  of  the  Board  to  any  person 
addressed  to  him  at  his  last-known  place  of 
address  shall  be  good  and  sufficient  notice  there¬ 
of  to  such  person,  and  service  of  such  notice 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  effected  at  the  time  at 
which  the  letter  containing  the  copy  would  be 
delivered  in  the  ordinary  course  of  the  post, 
and  the  production  of  a  statutorv  declaration 
as  to  the  mailing  of  a  copy  shall  without  further  I 
proof  be  evidence  in  all  Courts  of  the  matters 
and  things  therein  contained. 

( b .)  The  financial  year  of  the  Board  shall 
be  from  the  1st  day  of  May  to  the  next  follow¬ 
ing  30th  day  of  April. 

(c.)  In  any  proceedings  under  this  scheme 
the  production  of  a  copy  of  any  order,  rule,  or 
regulation  of  the  Board,  certified  under  the 
hand  of  any  member  of  the  Board  and  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  Board,  shall  be,  without

(c.)  To  require  any  or  all  persons  engaged  in 
the  production,  processing,  or  market¬ 
ing  of  the  regulated  product  to  register 
with  and  obtain  licences  from  the  Board  : 
(d.)  To  fix  and  collect  annual,  quarterly,  or 
monthly  licence  fees  from  any  or  all 
persons  producing,  processing,  or  mar¬ 
keting  the  regulated  product;  and  for 
this  purpose  to  classify  such  persons 
into  groups,  and  fix  the  licence  fees 
payable  by  the  members  of  the  different 
groups  in  different  amounts: 

(e.)  To  cancel  any  licence  for  violation  of 
any  provision  of  the  scheme  or  of  any 
order  of  the  Board  or  of  the  regulations: 
(/.)  To  require  full  information  relating  to 
the  production,  processing,  and  market¬ 
ing  of  the  regulated  product  from  all 
persons  engaged  therein;  and  to  require 
periodic  returns  to  be  made  by  such 
persons,  and  to  inspect  the  books  and 
premises  of  such  persons: 

(g.)  To  fix  the  price  or  prices,  maximum 
price  or  prices,  minimum  price  or  prices, 
or  both  maximum  and  minimum  prices, 
at  which  the  regulated  product,  or  any 
grade  or  class  thereof,  may  be  sold  in 
the  area  within  the  Province  to  which 
the  scheme  relates;  and  may  fix  dif¬ 
ferent  prices  for  different  sections  of 
the  said  area : 

(h.)  To  require  the  person  in  charge  of  any 
vehicle  in  which  the  regulated  product 
could  be  transported  to  permit  any 
member  or  employee  of  the  Board  to 
search  the  vehicle: 

(i.)  To  seize  and  dispose  of  any  of  the  regu¬ 
lated  product  kept,  transported,  or  mar¬ 
keted  in  violation  of  any  order  of  the 
Board :

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week.
